ADRIFT IN FOG 

The belief in Spitsbergen was that 
the ship was drifting towards the coast 
of 8iberla. although it was possible tt 
might have drifted past Spitsbergen 
1 toward Norway In the fog. 

At King’s Hay. Spitsbergen, the 
ba-e ship. CTMa dt Milano, was pre¬ 
paring to sail to-night to search 
for the dirigible. The ship has coal 
enough for a cruise of ten days. 

There was a strong north wind this 
1 morning It was known the airship had 
battled with strong winds practically 
I throughout the. entire trip to the North 
Pole and back. The Italia reported on 
Thursday that the wind was sometimes 
so strong that It was actually foicrd 
backward. 

FOUGHT WINDS 

As ths Italia was making its way to 
the North Pole on Wednesday after 
leaving King’s Bay at 4.40 a m.. It faced 
a northwest wind. Starting Its return 
flight from the Pole on Thursday at 
2.20 am.. It had to buck a southwest 
wind 

When the airship changed to an 
easterly course the wind changed to 
the northwest

The wire leas operators of the Citta 
dl Milano continued ceaselessly to get 
Into toudh with the Italia, but ware 
unable to make any contact. When It 
left here the airship had a reserve radio 
with an accumulator which could ha 
used rren though the motors were not 
operating and this fact screed to make 
the airship's long silence incomprehen¬ 
sible to the crew of the base ship. 

Taking Into consideration the state 
of the weather and the continuing 
strong winds. It was felt to-day that 
the Italia bad made for the Siberian 
coast, finding further efforts to reach 
Spitsbergen fruitless. *

cither in the home market or abroad. 

When he vetoed the measure on the first oc¬ 
casion the President expressed the view that it was 
designed to benefit particular groups and that its 
operation would mean increased cost' of vital^food 
commodities. He now reiterates his objection to the 
price-fixing features of the bill and the widespread 
bureaucracy which he considers it would set up. He* 
suggests also that it would encourage profiteering and 
wasteful distribution by middlemen, to say nothing 
of the stimulating effect he declares it would have 
upon over-production, or the aid it might give foreign 
agriculture competitors. 

The policy to which the President again has ob¬ 
jected may be called by various names; but it is 
simply protection for the farmer, a bonusing proce¬ 
dure for which the consumer would have to pay in 
some form or another. Hits is the sort of paternalism 
which has been extended to many of the industries 
of the United States—to which the President has 
not objected. The fanner naturally asks how it is 
that he must pay the price of protection for the com¬ 
modities which he is compelled to buy, and get no 
Mtiular consideration for the products of his labors. 
He takes the view that what is sauce for the goose 
ought to be sauce for the gander; but Mr. Coolidge 
is not impressed by his arguments. 

It was Mr. Me llon, of course, who emasculated 
the first Me Nary-Haugen bill. He shared the Presi¬ 
dent’s objections to which we have referred. It meant 
a tax for the benefit of special groups; but there is 
no more ardent protectionist in the United States than 
Mr. Mellon himself. It is this peculiar attitude which 
both the President and ho Secretary of the Treasury 
'Have manifested towards this blll which makes it ex¬ 
tremely difficult to recoocile its rejection with the 
traditional fiscal policy of the Republican Party. Mr. 
Coolidge. not “choosing to run,’* has turned over to 
the next President a nice little problem.

But It Isn't the motor alone that 
has to account for economic fuel con¬ 
sumption. The manner of driving ha.s 
almost as Important a part to play 

On a long trip the man who keeps to j 
a steady pace of about thirty to thirty- ' 
five miles an hour will be certain of I 
the most efficient fuel consumption— 
provided, bf course, his engine Is up to 
snuff mechanically. Motors are de¬ 
signed for most economical use at this 
speed, and ^hen they go slower or , 
faster, there is waste In unhurried fuel | 
or in extra 'power to overcome wind 
resistance. 

Ability to gauge distances, to slow 
down in high long enough to allow for 
pickup, also in high when a signal is 
about to change from red to green, to 
avoid shifting gears, tq use the brakes 
advisedly, to maintain a steady flow of 
fuel are Important considerations In 
the effort to raise a car's mileage to 
the maximum 

All this depends on the driver. 

On the part of the motor, the carbu¬ 
retor has to be adjusted properly for 
Summer driving, the spark plugs have 
to be clean and the points properly set. 
the timing has to be exact, the valves 
should seat perfectly, the pistons 
should be tight and pwinlt no leak, 
the battery must be well charged, the 
cooling system must be In good con¬ 
dition. although the engine must be at 
efficient heat, and the brakes mustn't 
drag. 

Every moving part of the car must 
be well lubricated to permit easy ac¬ 
tion. -and the oil gauge should show a 
steady flow of oil in the crankcase 

Under such Idea conditions the com¬ 
pression of the engine will be at its

It 
Is 1 surprising Into whst small space 
their beat can be packed Tastes dif¬ 
fer. however, and A's selection Is not 
identical with B’s, as all know who 
have looked Into an anthology, only to 
find their favorite verses omitted.

I N what, In all honesty, must be 
called a strangely written biogra¬ 
phy. Mr Mayes tells the life story 
of a man who In his generation 
was the beat known writer of 
boys' books In America. It Is unfortu¬ 
nate that hla biographer should show 
eo little knowledge of style, for Horatio 
Alger, Jr, although he was no stylist 
himself, certainly deserved a better 
book. But perhaps what Mr Mayes 
lacks in manner, he makes up in sym¬ 
pathy for the man of whom he is writ¬ 
ing. It would seem that this biography 
was written because Mr. Mayes loved 
tbs Alger books on which he grew up, 
and perhaps It* very noticeable defects 
are excusable because Alger's life itself 
never measured up to the activity 
necessary for a full length biography. 

About all there is to be told of Ho¬ 
ratio Alger. Jr., could be said in a 
magazine article of not unproportion¬ 
ate length. For Alger's life, both men¬ 
tal and physical, was static, and the 
books he wrote were not such as to 
demand any extended psychogrsphlc 
account. Alger's whole life is expressed 
in his books. From the first to /the 
last there was little difference and no I 
Improvement From the beginning to I 
the end of Alger's life there was little i 
actual change, and no remarkable , 
mental advancement. Alger was so 
mikl that he was unable even to live 1 
to the full the life told In 'Ragged 
Dick” or any other of the stories of his ( 
newsboys. He was a failure who struck 
a popular note and for a brief space 
he was a national idol. To-day he la 
forgotten, exoept by a few scattered 
remnants His books, even were they , 
not banned by the sniffy moralist, 
would not be read by the youth of 
1028. They are out of date, like Oliver ' 
Optic's or Jacob Abbott's, and they de¬ 
serve the dust which they are gather-

Despite all this, however. Horatio Al¬ 
ger. Jr., was a personage of major im¬ 
portance in the latter part of the nine¬ 
teenth century. His books expressed 
one great American quality, namely, 
that the goal of all true-blooded Yan¬ 
kees was to become rich.

Ha | 
had ardent followers all over the coun¬ 
try who read Alger In the open and 
Nick Carter in the dark. They enjoyed 
both; and perhaps Alger the more. But 
■very few of his readers knew moeh 
about the private life of the man who 
wrote the books which in moat in¬ 
stances furnished the major part. If 
not all. the reading of the younger 
portion of the American household Be¬ 
cause tbs facto of this Ilfs are tokl. if 
over romantically, and too sentimen¬ 
tally. and with too stress e d a pan. this 
book is important. Alger's importance 
in tbs Ufa of nineteenth century 
America cannot be over-estimated. It 
might have been told in leas reportorl- 
al style, with a little more dignity, and 
a little more aense of the fitness of 
things.

Moot of bla 
New York days ware spent at the News¬ 
boys Home, where he lived with 
Charles O'Connor, hu faithful friend 
and confidant. Hla greatest contribu¬ 
tion to human welfare was his ex¬ 
posure of the hideous "padrone sys¬ 
tem." whereby Italian men imported 
young boys to New York to ploy the 
fiddle for them on street corners, keep¬ 
ing them meanwhile In horrible quar¬ 
ters and In submission by muni of 
the lash and flat.

There 
Is ail the difference in the world be¬ 
tween such a fresh and spontaneous 
outpouring of opinion end i m p re ss i ons, 
and the labored reconstruction*, tinged 
with modern bis*, of pedants and his¬ 
torical researchers. 

This present volume, which la one of 
"The Broadway Travelers" aeries, is of 
especial Interest because It describes, 
no of toe Indies, or Indo-Chlno, or im¬ 
possible parts of Africa, but the Prench 
settlements on our own continent at 
the early date of 1000. The author. 
Marc Leecsrtxvt. was a Paris attorney 
who thought himself unjustly treated 
at the bar, and henoe allowed himself 
to be persuaded to fo on one of these 
voyages of exploration and. settlement 
On his return he wrote a history of 
New France at considerable bulk, de- 1 
scribing all the French attempts to se-

It u the description 
and the comment and an unprejudiced

, Interesting and valuable. The seoond 
part at the book, on the manners and

J count of the first part. Tha author 
gives quite complete descriptions of the 
various tribes with which he come in 
contact, nm in s formal way. but In 
informal and colloquial style. The 
physical characteristic*, the moral, so- 
ciol and religious customs, standard* 
of living, occupation* and amusement* 
—very little is left out. In these little 
informal eozays. for that Is what they 
, ere. much use is made of quotation 
from classics. Scripture and contempo¬ 
rary acoount*. and the author delight* 
to introduce comparisons of venous 


In brief, the book Is altogether 
charming. It Is naive and fresh and

A Ramsay. Asia Minor is prob¬ 
ably the homeland of Greek 
civilisation. His present large j 
volume contains tha Clifford 
Lectures he delivered at the University 
Of Edinburgh about a dozen years ago 
together with other material all 
"wholly rewritten ” He makes on al¬ 
most incredible statement: "Circum¬ 
stance* necessitated writing from mem¬ 
ory with rare opportunities of consult¬ 
ing books; but I write what has grown 
to be port of my mind during fifty-one 
years* study, and no library would have 
changed my Ideas " 

Every page is marked by poreotbetl- 
col notes and explanations end foot¬ 
notes, referring to authorities in books ! 
and magazine articles giving page and 
•ectlon—calling for an exercise of 
memory unexampled in any author 
known to us. These-learned interrup¬ 
tions in the text make the book diffi¬ 
cult reading, and Intere st ing only to 
specioltrte; but emong specialists it will 
arouse controversy. upset theories. . 
startle preoonoeived notions out of their 
mental matrixes, and perhaps, if hla 
plea be accepted in whole or In port 
make a revision of ancient history im¬ 
perative. He haa had the great advan¬ 
tage of long years of study of archeo¬ 
logical Investigation and of residence in 
Asia Minor, end his knowledge of Greek 
snd allied languages (even of Arbic and 
Turkish) gives weight to hla argu¬ 
ments. It is impossible, within reason¬ 
able limits, even to touch the surface 
of hla studies here presented

necessary fact about their own work.

Precisely What the world need* i* 
broadening Mr. See probably could 
fool a number of hi* readers on how 
much cable goes into an elevators 
hoist, but moat of his readers know 
enough about an elevator, its inten¬ 
tions. habits and ideas, to get along 
very well. 

Therein is the secret of education— 
basic principles, and not. we think, in 
mental gymnastics. 

The purpose of education, after all. 
Is somewhat the some as Mr See's 
elevators—to lift us all to planes of 
greater and happier knowledge. What¬ 
ever elevators we take should be going 
in that direction.

Ion¬ 
ised at a later time, for he shows a 
feeling against Miletus, the only Oreek 
city be mentions, as on ally of the Tro¬ 
jan* " He dates the Siege ss about 
1194. Sayce at 1000 B. C.. and Homer's 
writing probably about 820. 

He sees In the mythical acoount of 
the Argonauts the reaching out of 
trade into the Euxln?. and the vast 
wheat-producing regions of Southern 
Europe, and in the war against Dion, 
the force-protests against th* tariff- 
exactions of a great robber town and 
dynasty Hataer. "the first and the 
greatest literary figure known to us 
... 1* aleo the real maker of Hel¬ 
lenism. that fine and delicate product 
which survives through and Is the 
teacher of all subsequent ages, ao far 
as they ore capable of learning from 
it. Hellenism was born on the wmt 
seas and islands of Anatolia and was 
tjuried amid the clash of arms in their 
war dances" He finds the inevitable 
'contest between Asia and Europe which 
haa lasted dawn to the present time, 
first expressed "in the term Ysvsn and 
Ashkenaz." In this connection the 
reader of Sir William's book should 
get out his Old Testament, blow off 
the dual, and read the tenth chapter 
of Oeneats, where he will find the 
name-source of half the Yank era of 
Puritan great grand-fathers 

The student of language will find 
much Uf interest him in Sir William's 
keen d in e r a t ion of words Ephesus was 
at one time known as Smyrna: and Sir 
William cl tee Kslllnos, the poet, as ray¬ 
ing that Anatolian name Is derived 
from an Amazon Now the Anatolians 
were at one time a matriarchy, and the 
legend of the fierce tribe of women- 
warrior*, of whom PenthraUets wa* 
moat famous by her bottle* with Bel- 
lerdphon snd with Achilles, embodies 
this early supremacy Bellerophon was 
really Perseus; and AchUles eras rever¬ 
enced “from Kroton on the west to tha 
remotest depths of the Black Sea " Ha 
Is of the same type as Q*lrts In Egypt 
snd of Jesus In Palestine: “the god 
who dim young, the life of the year 
and of nature, withered by the hot 
sun." and destined to rise again the 
following Spring The Christian L*h| 
and Easter are In all their nymboltara 
Nature myths forever reappearing un¬ 
der varied forma. No study is more re¬ 
vealing t h a n that of comparative 
religion. Speaking of Jasua. Sir Wil¬ 
liam Ramsay believes thst He was more 
of a mason than a carpenter. Thst 
appeals to reason, for moat of the 
house# in Asia Minor, and especially in 
a rocky country Ilka Poiaatine, would 
be built of atone. He notes that houses 
and teen pies built of alternative 
courses of atone and wood were more 
likely to resist temblors then those

“We entered the Near East 
simply to give temporary care to the refugees 
and their children. In doing this we have min¬ 
istered to more than a million adults and 150,- 
000 children, more than 32,000 of whom are 
still in our care, while we are co-operating with 
the League of Nations in getting the 200,000 
refugees back on to the land. In caring for the' 
children we soon found that as they were 
orphans we had not only to feed and clothe 
them, but also to suy with them until they were 
able to support themselves, unless we wished to 
waste all our earlier efforts. We are now busily 
engaged trying to find places for these exiled 
children in the countries that re c e i ved them 
after they were driven out of Turkey, and as 
soon as provision is made for them our task in 
the Near East will be finished. As long, how¬ 
ever, as 32,000 children look to us for every¬ 
thing we must continue. The $1,000 gift from 
the Anglicans, proposed by Bishop Schofield 
and the Diocesan Executive Committee, will be 
a splendid beginning for the $5,000 which we 
hope to send from Vancouver Island this year."

A home for an Armenian boy in Canada 
who promises to become a most upright citi- 
xen of the Pro vin ce and the Dominion was 
recently found as the result of an appeal made 
by Fred Landsberg. After several months cor¬ 
respondence with the Near East Relief and Save 
the Children Funds regarding the bringing of 
some children to British Columbia, he was 
forwarded the photograph of Ghevont Jam- 
gotchian, one of the most enterprising and pro¬ 
mising lads among the 33,000 children now 
in American and British care in the Near East. 

Ghevont is an orphan boy who has made 
good in every home he has had. and his 
teachers speak in highest praise of him. So 
eager is he to become self-supporting that he 
would not wait to be discharged from the or¬ 
phanage at the usual age of sixteen, but hustled 
out and attached himself to a tailor to learn 
that trade. Owing to the broken-up conditions 
of all the Near East, due not only to the World 
War but to the wars that have followed it, a 
boy, no matter how well trained, is up against 
the roost terrific difficulties in trying to estab¬ 
lish himself and sometimes if he does, it means 
that he has crowded out some older man. 

When Ghevont's story was published some 
months ago, three good homes in or near Vic¬ 
toria were offered to him and $100 contri¬ 
buted toward hts travel expenses "Only lack 
of funds for the children's travel is preventing 
our bringing several such children to the homes

Although innocent of any crape he 
was biaten with iron rods by Turkish soldiers 
until It was unconscious. Twice he suffered 
in Tuitish prisons, once nearly dying of typhus. 
Almost single handed he brought 5,000 chil¬ 
dren oil of Turkey at the time all the Christians 
were ctpelled five years ago. Invalided home, 
and toll repeatedly that he could not live, he 
forced his broken body to carry him back to 
Greece where now he is caring for thousands 
of children, refugees from Asia Mmor. 

Last year he wrote Fred. Landsberg. treas¬ 
urer of the Save The Children's Fund, of a 
grsup of handicapped gids for whom no pro¬ 
vision could be made on account of scarcity of 
reltf funds.

and mule girls. Another group of girls are in 
preparation for teachers. 

Near the Victoria Working Girls' ^ Home 
are the fust schools ever established in the Near 
East for the blind and the mutes. No such 
schools were ever seen in the Near East until 
the entry of the workers of the Children's E unds 
on their mission of mercy. Fheie are in Greece 
about 4,000 mutes and several of the fifteen 
students attending the school established by the 
children's • funds, are planning to teach other 
mutes. Others are preparing to teach the blind. 

On account of what the Home has already 
accomplished, and because of what remains to 
be done, the Diocesan Executive Committee re¬ 
cently voted to urge a continuance of this gift 
for another year. Concerning this. Buhop Scho- 
home field says: 


TO SETTLE REFUCEES 

‘To add to our eagerness to find homes 
for as many of the children as possible, and 
at once, in Canada, word reaches us that at 
the session of the League of Nations in Geneva 
on September 26. the Greek Foreign Ministef 
notified the l-eague that Greece, having spent 
more than $1,500,000 in attempting to settle 
the refugees, found it impossible to accept the 
Armenians in their territory any longer and 
that the League or some other agency must pro¬ 
vide at once for their removal. Whether this 
applies to our orphans, I do not know, but as 
they are no expense to the Government and 
people of Greece, I am hopmg it may mean 
they will not have to move. We know, how¬ 
ever, that if we can bring the children to this 
country they are safe from danger and have 
every chance of becoming a credit to this na¬ 
tion which has given them asylum. 

"Mr. and Mrs. M. Papanan of Nelson, 
who recently took in two of these children, 
wrote most glowing letters of their joy and of 
the joy of the children at being in Canada. 
Their thoughts are so much 'on the children 
who still most be in the orphanages or refugee 
camps.’ wrote Mrs. Papazin a few days ago. 
The little girl. Satemk. said “It seems to 
wicked to tee apples rotting on the ground when 
so many children in the Near Elait eat no fruit 
from one year's end to the other.” ’

Can Fish Talk 

Is Problem Now! 


You know the feeling Just before 
the start of a big game, when the 
players are lined up in readiness and 
walling for the whistle? WeU. that Is 
Just how forest fire prevention work¬ 
ers in British Columbia are feeling at 
this time. 

The lookouts are at their posts on 
mountain ridges; rangers are scattered 
about through the woods at their 
cabins; while ashore and afloat the 
serrioe Is ready for the annual tussle 
against forest fire. The humidity 
gauges, which tell the amount of 
moisture In the air. are dropping with 
the advance of the warm weather, and 
soon the' signal will be given. 

This signal is the annual exodus of 
campers and hikers to -the bush. 
Here It Is a picnic party off for a day's 
outing, with a camp fire and games 
to follow; and there a fishing party off 
to some mountain stream, with more 
camp fires end'-perhaps a two days’ 
stav In the woods. Along every road 
leading to the forest cars will soon be 
traveling.- each with Its party of five 
or six bent on a wonderful time in 
the scenic paradise of Ialand woods. 

Everywhere people go the Red Dragon 
of unwanted fire stalks close behind. 
Nine camp fires may be lighted and 
put out without releasing the Red 
Dragon on his annual tour of devasta¬ 
tion; but the tenth will come some 
day. and then scores of men will be 
thrown Into a real-life fight with a 
serious and dangerous opponent. 

This year the permit system for all 
camp fires is being repeated, and it 
will be ’ necessary for all who intend 
lighting a fire in the woods to secure 


many hundreds of acres of valuable 
timber land are burned over and made 
useless for 100 years to come. 

Girls and boys who are readers of 
this page cannot do better than re¬ 
solve to make it their business to see 
that any fires lighted by their parties 
In the buah,are properly put out when 
the need for the fire Is over. If there 
Is only a kettle to boll a few twigs and 
a handful of dried bark will suffice. 
There is no need of a large fire for a 
small duty, and large fires take longer 
to pQt out. 

Clean camp before you leave the site, 
by burning all papers, burying the 
tins, and trying to leave, everything as 
much as possible as you found It. In 
that way you will be earning the Joy 
of an outing in the woods, without 
taking away from the enjoyment of 
ethers who are to follow 

Remember the lookouts, rangers and 
patrolmen of the British Columbia 
Forest Service will have-1.000 fires to 
watch before many week* are past. *nd 
qo not needlessly add to that number 
Stay to put out your fire, and take 
the advice of the forestry experts and 
go back "ten minutes later and put It 
out again " In that way you will be 
doing your Province and Vancouver 
Island a very real service.

A person may be short of breath as 
a result of many different conditions. 

In some caae* of exophthalmic gottre 
the chemical changes that go on in 
the body l *ke place no rapidly and are 
ao much over-stimulated that they are 
from fifty to 100 per cent above nor- 


lempt to restore the normal reaction 
or the blood by getting rid* of carbon 
dioxide In the same way. any sub¬ 
stances that may give rtae to exces¬ 
sive amounts of acid in the body may 
bring about shortness of breath, this 
being particularly the caae In diabetes 
when abnormal acids are formed by 
inability, to use up fats and sugars In 
the body. 

Such people breathe at first slowly 
and easily, but increase their pulmon¬ 
ary ventilation ao much that actually 
they are abort of breath and suffer 
with air hunger. 

SHALLOW BREATHING 

In some nervous diseases the breath¬ 
ing Is shallow and the insufficient 
ventilation of the lung results In 
shortness of breath. 

Veart disease particularly can cause 
shortneas of breath, because the heart 
Is unable to force sufficient amounts 
of blood into the tissue* to take care 
of their requirements. Thw lungs are 
unable to eliminate a sufficient 
amount of carbon dioxide. The blood 
vessels of the lung become congested 
and interfere with the aeration of the 
lungs 

As may be suggested by these facta, 
shortness of breath on any exertion la 
likely to be a serious symptom and 
should be given careful attention.

Under the circumstances, s nomad 
chieftain would have been expected to 
let well enough alone, and to remain 
outside the. great wall with his booty 
of the past seasons and the prestige of 
victories gained over the great Chin 
power. But Oenghls Khan, wounded 
and still ^inexorable. waa gaining ex¬ 
perience and profiting by it. while 
foreboding began to prey upon the 
Oolden Emperor. - • 


Gutchluk seems to have raised him¬ 
self to fame by moot profitable treach¬ 
ery. He allied himself with the still 
greater powers of the Ear West, and 
put to death his host, the Khan of 
Black Cathay. While Oenghla Khan 
bad been occupied beyond the great 
wall, be had disorganised the valuable 
Cfurs, and had slain the Christian 
khsn of Almalyk, a subject of the Mon¬ 
gol. The always restless Merfciu bed 
left the horde and joined him.

For a Mongol of that day. this wae a 
mild message. To the Emperor of Ca¬ 
thay, Oenghls Khan had eent sheer, 
provocative Insult. To Ala-eddin Mu¬ 
hammad. Shah of Kharetm. he for¬ 
warded a matter-of-fact Invitation to 
trade. There was, to be - sure, dis¬ 
paragement in calling the Shah his eon 
—which in Asia Implies a dependent. 
And there was a barb in the mention 
of the conquered Turkish clans. The 
Shah eras a Turk. 


THU Is the fourth In a series of 
articles about Genghis Khan, the 
Mongolian chieftain of seven 
hundred years ago who organised 
the horde that swept down from 
the Icy steppe* of high Asia and 
conquered the world from China 
to Poland. The power of Islam 
was crushed; whole nations wiped 
out. To Christian Europe, Oenghls 
Khan was The Hcourge of Ood. 
the Anti-Christ: to his own people, 
he was The Perfect Warrior; to 
some military experts, he Is the 
greatest general that ever lived. 

Previous articles have told how 
he fought his way from the ob¬ 
scurity of an outcast boy to domi¬ 
nant poaer as chief khan of the 
wild tribes of the Gobi Desert. He 
has now organised his horde for 
conquest and dehbevm ie lr insulted 
the envoy of the Golden Emperor 
of Cathay who demanded tribute, 
lilt force-* are moving on to the 
great wall of China for their first 
Invasion of a civilised power 


Wang, as it always has to China when 
the nation was menaced—the innu¬ 
merable multitudes of the middle- 
class. the stolid and devoted throngs, 
scions of warlike ancestors, who knew 
no higher duty than to 'uphold the 
throne. 


Foreboding grew to fear phen the 
first grass came In the Spring of 1314 
Three Mongol armies invaded Cathay 
from different points. They settled 
down to the siege of the strongest 
clues, gathering the folk from the 
countryside and driving the captives 
before them in the first storm More 
often than not. the Calhayane within 
the wails opened their gates At such 
times, they were spared their lives, 
even while everything In the open 
country was annihilated or driven off- 
crops trampled and burned, herds taken 
up. and men. women and children cut 
down. 


With Outchluk and hla brief empire | 
in th% wide ranges that extend from 
Tibet to Samarkand. Oenghls Khan 
dealt decisively upon hie return to. 
Karakorum The horde waa remounted 
on fresh horses and led s^Alnst the 
Nalmans For more than a year there 
eras ferdcious fighting until Outchluk | 
eras slain and his head sent back to 
Karakorum—with the heed of a thou¬ 
sand white-nosed horses 


Oenghls Khan had broken down the 
first armed resistance of Cathay with 
amaslng rapidity His divisions had 
captured a number of cities though 
Taltong-fu. the Western Court, still 
held out. 


But he was faced, as Hannibal be¬ 
fore Rome, with the real vitality of a 
stout-hearted domain. New armies ap¬ 
peared up the great rivers: the garri¬ 
sons of beieagured cities seemed to 
multiply. He passed through the outer 
gardens of Yen-king Itself and beheld 
for the first time the stupendous ex¬ 
tent of lofty walls, the hills and bridges 
and mounting roofs of s whole senes of 
citadels. 


Famine and disea s e, two of the four 
horsemen of the Apocalypse, followed 
upon the heels of thp Mongol riders 
Across the sky line passed the train- 
bands of the horde, the endlees carts, 
the bullock herds, the horned stand¬ 
ards 


The envoys replied that this was so. 
"Are his armies as great as mine?’* 
the Shah then asked. 


AN UNSATISFIED CONQUEROR 


With the overthrow of Outchluk. 
an armistice as sudden and decisive 
as the fail of a curtain settled dowh 
on north Asia. From the China to the 
Aral Sea one master reigned. Rebel¬ 
lion had c ea s e d The couplers of tbs 
Khan galloped over fifty degrees of 
longitude, and It was said that a virgin 
carrying a sack of gold oould ride un¬ 
harmed from one border of the nomad 
empire to the other. 


To this the envoys made response 
tactfully — they were Muhammadans, 
not Mongols — that the host of the 
Khan was not to be compared to his 
own The Shah was satisfied, and 
agreed to the mutual intercourse of 
merchants. Matters went well enough 
for a year or so. 


T HE first of the horde had been 
sent out of the Oobt long since 
—spies and srirrlors who were 
to capture and bring back in¬ 
formers These were already behind the 
great wall. 


He must have seen the uselessness 
of laying siege to such s place, with 
his small numbers, because he drew 
back at once, and when Autumn c«me 
be ordered his standards back to the 
Oobt. 


IVho is this Cenghis Khan?" the Shah demanded. 


Next went the advance points, some 
two hundred riders scattered over the 
countryside in pairs. Far behind these 
scouts came the advance, some thirty 
thousand picked warriors on good 
horse s at least two horses to a man. 


vowed fresh allegiance to the dynasty 
Deserted by tbelr monarch, they re¬ 
solved to curry on the war themselves 
Thronging into the streets, bareheaded 
in the rain, the stalwart soldiery of 
Cathay pledged itself to follow the for¬ 
tunes of the Chin heir apparent and 
the nobles The old and degp spirit 
of loyalty manifested itself again in 
this moment, brought to the surface, 
as It were, by the flight of a weak ruler. 


Meanwhile the name of Oenghls 
Khsn became known % in oi^er Mu¬ 
hammadan lands. The Kallf of Bag¬ 
dad was then being oppressed by tble 


But this administrative activity did 
not altogether satisfy the aging con¬ 
queror. He no longer relished the Win¬ 
ter hunts over the prairies One day 
in the pavlllloe at Karakorum he asked 
an officer of the Mongol guard what. 
In ail the world, could bring the great¬ 
est happiness. 


More tpan that, the Khan demanded 
—If there was to be a truce between 
them—that he be given a ertfe of the 
imperial blood. And this lady of tbe 
reigning family was sent to him. 


Wang-Yen, the other general com¬ 
manding. s prince of the blood, had re¬ 
ceived not so long ago s decree from 
the departed Emperor, pardoning all 
criminals and prisoners in Cathay and 
Increasing tbe gifts to the soldiers. A 
futile lost measure 


In tbe following Spring, when hla 
horses were restored to strength, he 
appeared within tbe wall He found the 
towns that had surrendered to him in 
the first campaign were now garri¬ 
soned and defiant, and he set to srork 
anew The Western Court was invested 
again and here he how kept the hoods 


was persuaded that his cause might be 
aided by the shadowy Khan on the 
borderland of Cathay. An envoy eras 
eent from Bagdad to Karakorum, and 
alnce he must pass through the lands 
of the 8hah to get there, certain pre¬ 
cautions were taken. 


In close touch by courier with this 
advance, the main body of the horde 
came over the barren plateaus, rolling 
up the dust clouds. A hundred thou¬ 
sand. mostly Yakka Mongols of long 
service, formed the centre, and tbe 
right and left wings numbered as 
many. Oenghls Khan always command¬ 
ed the centre, keeping his youngest 
son at hit side for instruction 


"What do you think now of tbe war 
betweeen us? All the provinces north of 
the Yellow River are In my power I 
am going to my homeland But could 
you permit my office* u> go away 
without sending gifts to appease 
them?" 


Oenghls Khan did turn back to the 
Oobt that Autumn, but bn the edge of 
tbe desert he slew tbe multitude of 
captives that had been earned along 
by tbe horde—an act of unprovoked 
cruelty. 


Matters being hope le s s , the general 
commanding prepared to die as custom 
required He retired to his chambers 
and wrote a petition to his Emperor, 
acknowledging himself guilty and 
worthy of death In that be had not 
been able to defend Yen-king 


With men enough in Yen-king to 
have endured a siege successfully, end 
with emple stocks of weapons and all 
the paraphernalia of war. tbe Catbay- 
ane were too disorganised to hold out. 
When fighting began In the suburbs 
oas of the Chin generals deserted. Tbe 
women of the imperial household, who 
begged to go with him. he left behind 
in tbe darkness? Looting began in tbe 
merchants' streets, and the unfortu¬ 
nate women wandered hopelessly 
among bands of shouting and fright¬ 
ened soldiery. 


A request extraordinary on the face 
of it, but a simple stroke of polity an 
the part of the matter-of-fact Mongol 

If the Oolden Emperor granted hla de¬ 
mand. be would have the gifts to re¬ 
ward hts officers and satisfy their rest¬ 
lessness. and the prestige of the dragon 
throne would suffer greatly 


Mt TINY AND TERROR 


The chronicle has it that the au¬ 
thorisation of this envoy was written 
on hla skull with a fire pencil after hla 
hair eras shaved off. The hair was then 
allowed to grow, and the envoy given 
his message of appeal to study until 
he had It by heart. All went well. The 
agent of the Kallf reached the Mongol 
Khan, his skull was shaved again, hla 
Identity established and hla message 
repeated 


Whether Oenghls Khan would have 
left Cathay in peace is uncertain. But 
tbe Oolden Emperor acted on his own 
account Leaving his eldest son in Yen- 
king. he fled south. 


Like Napoleon, he had his imperial 
guard, a thousand strong, mounted on 
black' horses with leather armor Prob¬ 
ably in this first campaign of 1311 
against Cathay, the horse was not in 
such strength. 


Every Autumn It was necessary for 
them to go back Fresh horses must 
be gathered together During the Sum¬ 
mer they had foraged —men and beasts 
— on the country, but a Winter In 
north China would not yield enough 
sustenance to the horde Besides, there 
were warlike neighbors to be kept at a 
distance. 


This valediction he wrote on the 
lapel of his robe/Then he called In his 
servants and divided all his garments 
and wealth among them. Ordering tbe 
mandarin who attended him to pre¬ 
pare a cup of poison, he continued 
writing 


"We announce to our subjects ,tb*t 
we shall change our residence to the 
capital of the south." 


Some of tbe Cathayan councillors, 
who knew the enfeebled condition of 
tbe horde, besought tbe Bmperor to 
lead out the forces in Yen-King against 
tbe Mongols. But' the Chin monarch 
had suffered too much to. act boldly. 
He sent out to Oenghls Khan five hun¬ 
dred youths and as many girl slaves, 
with a herd of fine horses and loads 
of silk and gold A truce was agreed to 
allow the allies of the Khan, the Lioa 


It neared the great wall and passed 
through this barrier without delay or 
the loss of a man. Oenghls Khan had 
been tampering for some time with the 
frontier clans, and one of the gates 
was opened to him by sympathisers. 


Chaos, foreseen by the elder nobles, 
now began to break up the armed 
forces of tbe China. Some of the 
troops escorting the Emperor mutinied 
and went on to join the Mongols 


A GENERAL** SUICIDE 


Oenghls Khan paid no attention to 
It. In all probability the solitary emis¬ 
sary and the furtive appeal did not Im¬ 
press him favorably Besides, there waa 
the trade agreement with tbe Shah. 


The neat season Oenghls Khan did 
no more than launch s few' raids — 
enough to keep the Cathaymns from 
resting too much 


Fire followed, springing up in vari¬ 
ous parts of the city. In the palace, 
eunuchs and slaves were to be seen 
flitting through the corridors, their 
arms filled with gold and silver orna¬ 
ments The hall of audience was de- 


Then Wang-Yen asked his friend to 
leave the chamber, and drank the 
poison. Yen-king was in flames, and 
the Mongols rode In upon a scene of 
defenceless terror. 


Until now ths dominion of Oenghls 
Khan had been confined to far Asia. 
He had grown up In hU deserts and 
bit first contact with civilisation had 
been in Cathay.

A cara¬ 
van of several hundred merchants froth 
Karakorum was seised by one Inaljuk. 
governor of Otrmr. a frontier citadel 
belonging to the Shah Inaljuk re¬ 
ported to hla master that spies were 
among, the merchants—which may vary 
well have been the case. 


And from the dtlea of Cathay he 
had gone back to the grazing lands of 
bis native plains. More recently, the 
affair with Outchluk. and the arrival 
of Muhammadan merchants had 
taught him something about the other 
half of Asia. 


Unlike other conquerors. Oenghls 
Khan did not settle down in the most 
luxurious part of his new dominion. 
Cathay. When he rode through the 
great wall after tbe fall of tbe China. 


Tbe first line of the Cathayan arm¬ 
ies. mustered to guard the frontier 
roads, fared badly. The Mongol cavalry 
divisions noded out the scattered force*

The patients under sun¬ 
light do rather better than those under 
artificial light. In winter time the 
sunlight is not as abundant nor as 
good quality as they would like, but 
1 they get enough of It, and of good 
1 enough quality, to give results. Th# 
artificial light patients get only a two- 
hour exposure dally, and there Is 
about that much effective sunlight on 
the average. Th? lamp# they use glva 
a light which, chemically and phys¬ 
ically, is a duplicate of sunlight, or 
just as near as It can be made. 

Few people know that light Is a 
mixture and that it Is compounded, 
like other prescriptions. Their hope 
Is that some day they may have a 
dozen or more prescriptions for dif¬ 
ferent kinds of light. Maybe In that 
day we will order a rickets light, or 
a pneumococcus light, or a pus casa 
light, or a tonic light, as we now 
order medicines In bottles.
